YLittle Mil1"” between Horry Greeley, the
“People's Pet,”” amd Uny League, the
HGotham Hooster”—8ix Rounds Fought
—Some Pretiy Sparring Done!-The
“Gotham Roouter” Badly Punished !

This little “mill,"" so long on the tapis, came
ofl, notwithstanding the vigilance of the police,
acoording to agreement. Both parties were in
excellent training. Uny League had his head-
quarters near Madison Bguare, where the fancy
nightly met to discuss the chances of their
“Rooster,”” and exercise with him and put him
through the motions. Uny's backers were Sin-
clair Toucey, alias “*“Nowsey Tewsay,” and W.

“Newsey Tewsey'” offered to stake one whole
week's edition of the New York Ledyor on
the result.

Horry's headquarters were at Printing
House Square, where he has go long held outy
and where he has heretofore done all his
sparring.

THE FIGHT,

The choice of position was won by Uny, and
stakes and ring were put up; formed at &
o'olock P, M,, gharp.

Round 1—BHBoth cams in coufident, and after
a little sparring Uny let go his left mauley,
but Horry dropped, and Uny struck wild;
coming up to the soratoh again, Horry ftohed
one on Uny's knob, which he said felt like a
block Liad. First blood for Horry.

Round 2—Uny, after the first blow, kept on
the defensive, Horry following him around
the ropes, getting in occasionally on Uny's
maziard, and drawing a little claret from his
sweller. Becond Llcod for Harry, amid
cheering.

Round 3—Bets offered thres to ome on
BUI‘T,, with no takars, '[Tn’ vame up a littla
groggy, and began striking out wild. He,
however, fetched & liftor on Horry’s potato
trap, closing that up for a short time, and
both parties retired Lo their cornera,

Round 4—At the oall of time Lotk parties
came up smiling. After a fuw fulnts Horry
struck & blow, which was claimed as foul,
and oasused much excitewent among thelr
friends at the time, but the referes disallowed
the claim.

Round 6—This round was the most declsive
of any yet fought. Horry got Uny in chancery,
and administered some very heavy puulshing,
Uny being rendered porfectly powerless, while

Horry pummellod Uny's nob until both peep-
s wers In mounrning, and Uny went to grass.
Great cheering for Horry, Ten to one offered
and no takers.

Round (—Both parties now show signs of
ponishment; Ung'a peepers ologed; while
Horry came up weak in the knoes, After some
parrying and stopping Morry got home hia
bunch of fives on Usy's bread-basket, caving
in that department, when Uny's seconds threw

FROM ODUR EUROPEAN CORRESPONDENT.

Paris, June 1.

Dear Editor :=1 am now a daily visitant
here of the Great Exhibition, and although all
the exhibits are not yet in their places, I am,
and will, consequently, take a few moments
to scratch off a little account for you. The

The great attraction of the Exposition, as
1 sappose most of your readers know, and
which draws all of the Heads of Empires,
Principalities, Powers, and Duchies to Paris,
crowned and nncrowned, is

TIUE GREAT EUROPEAN SPHYNX
now on exhibition, as a Xkind of a side-show

at the Tuileries. This wonderful work of
Art was raised out of the sands of 8t. Helena,
and placed in its present position on the night
of December 2, 1851, after three years of hard
labor, day and might. The resurrection of
this image, which was reckoned to have been
buried in 1815 deeper than ever Egypt's
Sphynx was by the crowned heads of Great
Rritain, Ruszia, Austria, and Proaesia, iz re.
garded as very wonderful by the “Crowners'
of to-day; consequently their inquest now held
over it. A Jew by the name of Daniel, about
twenty-five hundred years ago, wrote that
this Sphynx would be on exhibition about
this time; but as his House has no standing
on the Bourse, of course his notes of hand have
not much valug with the friends of Rothsehild
and other more modern Israelites.

1 will explain to your readers more particu-
larly the construction of the building. Take
alink of sausage, and lay it down flat ona
table, then take another link large enough to
enclose the first link, then take another still
larger, and so on until you have sausages
enough, and then you bave it.
